NEW YORK, Oct. 9 (AP).—Park 
Commissioner Robert Moses re- 
signed today as chairman of the 
industrial division of the scrap 
drive in New York City.

1376 in Irons Now, They 
They Say They'll Triple

LONDON, Oct, 9 (AP), — The 


Germans, announcing that they al- . 


ready had shackled 1376 British 
war prisoners in their hands, 
threatened today to manacle three 
times that number at noon tomor- 
row if the British carry out their 
announced determination to take 
counter-measures German 
prisoners in Britain. 

The new threat from Germany, 
and another by Italy, aggravated 
an already bitter wrangle over the 
treatment of captives and threat- 
ened to undermine all restraints 
against inhumane handling of war 
prisoners. 

The issue between Britain and 
Germany is based on the Nazi con- 
tention—which the British repeat- 
edly have denied—that the British 
handcuffed Germans captured dur- 
ing the battle of Dieppe Aug. 19 
and in a commando raid on the 
channel island of Sark last Sunday. 

It already has reached the stage 
of reprisal, and the threat of coun- 
ter-reprisal and counter-counter-re- 
prisal, 


Accusation. 

The entry of Italy into the ex- 
change of accusations came with a 
Rome broadcast today that Fascist 
forces had found a document dur- 
ing British attacks on Tobruk 
which, it alleged, “stated that all 
Italians in a certain sector were to 
be killed.” } 

It contended that this. supposed 
order was “for the integral sup- 
pression” of Italians without dis- 
crimination and that “our more 
than legitimate reprisals have thus 
been rendered inevitable.” 

There was no immediate indica- 
tion of what measures the Italians 
contemplated or on what author- 
ity the Rome broadcast was based. 

Some British sources expressed 
belief that the sudden, bitter issue 
was an Axis skirmish in the battle 
of nerves, aimed at diverting the 
German people’s attention from 
campaign frustrations. 

Nazis Have More Prisoners. 

These sources said Germany ap- 
parently was trying to make a 
weapon out of the fact that it has 
far more British prisoners than 
Britain has Germans.

The Constitution iimits the general school tax to 
$1 on each $100 assessed valuation in the county. 
When this was adopted, in 1875, the amount was 
adequate. There were virtually no public high 
schools in the State, and the framers of the Con- 
stitution had in mind only the eight-grade elemen- | 
tary schools of their day. : : 

Educational standards advanced, schools expanded, 
but the tax limit remained the same. This created 
a problem in St. Louis County. It is a largely 
residential area, with few of the industries and other 
large enterprises which enhance a city’s tax receipts. 
At the same time, it is heavily populated, with a 
high ratio of children in its families, ; 

So school districts in the county, and elsewhere 
in the State, nearly 30 years ago began voting build- 
ing fund levies and using part of the revenue for 
general expenses, The majority of voters approved 
this practice, It was encouraged by a ruling from 
the Attorney General’s office, and it was approved 
by the Legislature. 

But two years ago, after University City had ap- 
proved a 44-cent building levy at a special election, 
four citizens sued to invalidate the tax, The courts 
found it illegal to use building funds for general 
school expenses. 

This deprived the State’s sixth largest city of 20 
per cent of its school funds. Serious handicaps have 
resulted, The school term was shortened a month, 
repair and upkeep of buildings were neglected, the 
teaching staff was reduced, salaries were cut 10 
per cent, some classes were discontinued, free text 
books in high schools were eliminated, essential 
equipment cannot be bought. Oddly enough, Univer- 
sity City can vote funds to put up new buildings, 
but it cannot vote adequate funds to operate and 
maintain the existing buildings! 

Similar hardships are doubtless in store for schools 
in other St. Louis County areas, Qnly approval 
of Proposition No, 1 can prevent them. 

This proposition does not of itself increase taxes. 
It is an enabling measure authorizing the voters of 
eounty districts to increase the levies for general 
school purposes if they wish, Its immediate effect 
would be merely to legalize the present levies, to 
apportion the current revenue into channels where 
it is needed, to put formal approval on what the 
schools have been doing for 25 or 30 years. 

The people of St. Louis County have an immedi- 
ate stake in approving this measure. They will be 
voting for adequate schools to equip their children 
for the future. They will be voting to preserve the 
value of their property, and the civic standing of 
their communities. Voters in the city will also be 
interested in adoption of the amendment, for the 
sake of the suburban area’s welfare. 

What of the voters outstate?) Many will have no 
immediate concern in the school affairs of St. Louis 
County, and they may not be informed on the issues 
involved. However, if they scratch No and vote Yes 
on the ballot, they will be voting to bring up the 
average of their State’s educational standards. A 
vote of approval cannot conceivably increase their 
own taxes. But it will be a neighborly act in behalf 
of the communities and the school children of an- 
other Missouri county. 

Proposition. No. 1 means educational opportunity 
for thousands of this State’s scliool children. That 
one fact should be enough to win approval from 
voters not only In St. Louis County but in all sec- 
tions of Missouri.

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ANOTHER FEDERAL COURT ON FLAG SALUTES. 

A three-Judge Federal Court at Charleston, W. Va., 
has taken the unusual step of handing down a de- 
cision directly contrary to a verdict of the United 
States Supreme Court. The Charleston Judges rule 
that West Virginia school officials must cease requir- 
ing a flag salute by students who are members of 
Jehovah's Witnesses, since the regulation violates the 
Federal Constitution’s guarantee of religious liberty. 
The Supreme Court on June 3, 1940, by an 8-to-1 
decision, upheld Pennsylvania school officials who 
expelled from school two children, members of the 
sect, who refused to salute the flag. . 

If the West Virginia officials decide to appeal, the 
may be setting the stage for a Supreme Court re- 
versal of its .astounding decision.

If Russia were not on our side, we should 
be in a disastrous, even a fatal position.

First, the Russians are killing a very sat- 
isfactory number of Nazis every single day. 
Every single day the Red Army is inflict- 
ing as many casualties upon the Nazis as 
the Japs have inflicted upon our Navy since 
Pearl Harbor, In 14 months, this daily toll 
has mounted to several million dead. 

Hitler admitted that by last Jan. 1 the 
Red Army had put permanently out of ac- 
tion a million and a half Nazis. This means 
the Russians have killed 80 Nazis for every 
one killed by all the rest of the United Na- 
tions put together, Today the Russians are 
killing Nazis at an even higher rate. 

These dead Nazis were Hitler’s best sol- 
diers.

Now we Americans, too, are giving up our 
automobiles in order to make tanks. But 
we should gratefully remember that for 10 
years the people of the Soviet Union denied

In the past 15 months, the sacrifices made 
by the Soviet peoples for victory have ex- 
ceeded all imagination. We Americans still 
have no conception of the ferocity or im- 
mensity of the struggle. The Nazis’ treat- 
ment of Russian prisoners of war is un- 
speakable; the Nazis ruthlessly execute 
civilians and subject the whole population 
to unimaginable sufferings. 

For example, the Nazi commandant of 
Dnepropetrovsk recently issued an order 
that all healthy Russian girls between 15 
and 21 were to report immediately for the 
use of the German troops. The Nazi com- 
mand has issued an order to shoot at sight 
all small boys found within 100 yards of 
any railroad line. 


Imagine how we should feel if the Ger- 
mans were within 15 miles of Boston, which 
is our Leningrad, and had recently captured 
New Orleans, which is our Sevastopol; if 
they had passed Pittsburgh, ovr Kharkov, 
and if they were now reaching the Missis- 
sippi, our Volga, at St. Louis, which is our 
Stalingrad. ‘ 

The Germans have occupied the mdst 
densely settled, the most industrially devel- 
oped area of Russia. Yet, in spite of the 
terrific cost, the Red Army and the Rus- 
sian people continue to fight‘and to make 
their costly contribution to the cause of the 
United Nations. , 

No decent American would recklessly 
throw away contributions that have’ cost so 
much. For our own sake and for their sake, 
we must use the time that they have given 
us and we must seize the opportunity that 
the Red Army still offers us .of crushing 
Hitler speedily and completely. 

Fortunately, our President and Mr. 
Churchill were quick to see the contribu- 
tions that the Soviet Union is making. They 
stand on record as committed to the policy 
of opening a second front in Europe as 
speedily as possible. They recognize that 
our interest and the interests of Great Brit- 
ain require co-operation with Russia, not 
only for winning the war but for the estab- 
lishment of peace,

The President, on his part, has 
responded by a very wise and a 
very handsome delegation of the 
power which he received. Under 
the terms of the executive order 
of Oct. 3, Justice Byrnes becomes 
in effect the dent’s deputy, 
and the economic. stabilization 
board becomes a cabinet, for mak- 
ing and administering policy on 
the heme front. For the first time 
since the war began the President, 
who cannot now possibly aftend 
to these matters himself, has or- 
ganized his powers so that they 
can be exercised. 

“Nothing comparable has been 
done since the original appoint- 


‘}ment of Nelson as the President’s 


deputy for the control of war pro- 
duction. Byrnes will, one may 
hope, profit by Nelson’s experience, 
and make sure from the outset 
that he holds onto his powers, that 
he does not let them slip away 
and then have to recover them. His 
political and his legislative ex- 
perience should here stand him in 
good stead. For the work he has 
to do is not primarily that of an 
administrator or of an expert. It 
is that of a public man, of a 
statesman and of a politician, who 
stands above, in front of, and be- 
hind the administrations and the 
experts. Nelson’s troubles and 
Henderson’s troubles have come 
from the fact that they were not 
really used to public life, and 
therefore depended upon an 
amount of personal support from 
the President which he never had 
time to give them. This deficiency 
Byrnes is well qualified to fill. 
HAT the President meant to 
make Byrnes in effect a depu- 
ty president for the home front 
is evident when we read that he 
is to “formulate and develop”— 
not merely to superintend and ad- 
minister—‘“a comprehensive na- 
tional policy relating to the control 
of civilian purchasing power, 
prices, rents, wages, profits, ra- 
tioning, subsidies, and all related 
matters.” This makes Byrnes and 
his board the organ of decision in 
the domestic economy. It is. to 
them, and no longer to one depart- 
ment or agency, that the people 
and Congress must look for the 
great internal decisions. Byrnes’ 
board includes all the cabinet of- 
ficers and heads of agencies who 
deal with these matters, and they 
can and ought to regard them- 
selves as the war cabinet on the 
home front.

goods and services. Our task now 
is to organize a substitute for the 
markets. 

This is a huge task. But it is 
not an impossible one, as we know 
from Canadian and British experi- 
ence. The thing can be done, as 
the British have proved brilliantly, 
and though our problem is in some 
Ways more difficult, we, too, can 
solve it if we keep clearly in mind 
certain elementary conditions. 


HE first is that the object of 

war taxes is not to raise reve- 
nue: enough revenue cannot con- 
ceivably be raised “to pay for the 
war.” This way of talking about 
war finance is obsolete and mean- 
ingless. The object of war taxes is 
to discourage civilian expenditure 
by making people feel poor, and to 
immobilize purchasing power by 
induced saving. No tax. bill can 
possibly close the inflationary gap 
unless by means of well-designed 
taxes and by other devices there 
is a premium for not spending and 
a penalty against spending. We 
are planning now to raise ‘25 bil- 
lions in taxes. No government can 
hope to raise 50 billions, and there- 
fore’ what matters most is that 
taxes and other devices should be 
aimed to reduce private. expendi- 
tures rather than at the mere col- 
lection of revenue. 

This means that besides taxes 
which induce saving, and taxes 
which compel saving, it will be 
necessary, in one form or another, 
to ration expenditure. The British 
do this to some extent, and on the 
whole successfully, by their system 
of “point rationing” which is in ef- 
fect a kind of government license 
to spend money. For certain kinds 
of goods ordinary money as such 
has no purchasing power unless 
supplemented by a special curren- 
cy in the form of point coupons. 
Only by such device as this can 
the inflationary gap be closed com- 
pletely for any commodity when it 
is important to close it. 

HE second general rule to 

bear in ‘mind is that if produc- 
ers’ prices are to stay frozen, then 
if costs rise, fhe difference has to 
be made up by government sub- 
sidies.

The Government 
must find a bottleneck for that 
commodity — at the ports if it 
comes from abroad, otherwise at 
slaughterhouses, creameries, proc- 
essing firms, or collection centers. 
For only through this temporary 
physical control of the supply can 
it regulate the final distribution 
through retail channels, 

We have, let us hope, passed the 
period of long-winded and fruitless 
disputes about ceilings, and can 
now apply ourselves to the im- 
mense job of making rationing 
work. It is a task for which the 
men now charged with it are very 
well qualified—if only Byrnes sees 
to it that decisions are taken firm- 
ly and the reasons for them are 
made clear to the people.

' CHICAGO, Oct. 9 (AP).—Price 
¢ontrol has maneuvered the wheat 
Market into a paradoxical situation 
in which the floor under the mar- 
ket is higher than the ceiling. 
These terms in the grain trade 
mean levels below or above which 
prices should not go. 

' Actually, there are no definite 
fioor and ceiling prices on wheat, 
but indirect Government control of ; 
the market through operation of, 
the Federal loan program and ceil- 
ings on flour prices give certain 
theoretical limits to wheat values. 
. Grain men said that were it not 
for the fact that wheat has never 
so far this season sold as high as 
the floor price, the market would 
be tied up in a stalemate. 

» Technically, the floor under 
wheat is the rate at which Govern- 
ment loans are offered eligible 
producers who store their grain 
and keep it off the market. In 
theory, the price should go no 
lower than this loan rate, since 
producers would not sell at lower 
prices. 

Actually, grain men say, the loan 
Tate is not a floor, because there 
has been plenty of wheat for sale 
so far this season at prices ranging 
anywhere from a few cents to al- 
most 20 cents below the loan rate. 
Traders estimate that less than 
half of the total record supply in 
the nation will be tied up under 
the loan program this season, and 
thus held off the market. There- 
fore, there would remain enough’ 
free wheat to satisfy domestic re- 
quirements for the full year. 

The loan rate in Chicago for No. 
2 grades of hard wheat is $1.32. 
This, then, is the technical floor. 
No. 2 hard wheat yesterday was 
quoted around $1.28.

‘low River front, got a taste of real 
danger when four Japanese shells 
exploded yesterday near the rail- 
way on which he and his party 
were traveling by handcar. 

Earlier Willkie missed by only a 
few hours a heavy Japanese air 
raid on Loyang, during which en- 
emy planes machine-gunned a blue 
railway coach similar to the spe- 
cial car in which he made part of 
his trip to the front, 


Thirty-five planes participated in 
the attack on Loyang, the most vio- 
lent raid on a North China town in 
months, Six persons were killed by 
the raiders, who might have been 
under the impression that Willkie’s 
special train was then in the sta- 
tion. 

Willkie was 130 miles away in the 
front-line trenches. 

Shells Hit Near Handcar. 

It was on the last stage of his 
trip to the front that the four en- 
emy shells came screaming across 
the Yellow River in the general di- 
rection he was traveling. They 
landed some distance ahead of the 
handcars, but the party left the 
railway, walked for a half-hour 
along a sunken road and then mo- 
tored the rest of the way to its des- 
tination. 

Willkie took the shelling calmly. 
“It looks as though the Japs were 
really after us,” he remarked. 
On his, arrival at Chungking 
from Russia last Friday Willkie 


had been delayed by a Japanese 
aircraft. 
From the Chinese-held south 
bank of the Yellow River Willkie 
looked 800 yards across the stream 
today at a Japanese gun poking 
from a cave-like emplacement high 
up on the north bluffs. 
Through a strong telescope in ‘a 
Chinese artillery observation post 
he also saw three Japanese _ sol- 
diers moving about in front of the 
enemy position. The Japanese ap- 
parently were unaware of Willkie’s 
whereabouts, 
In a well-hidden concrete gun po- 
sition Willkie inspected a polished 
Chinese six-inch piece and ques- 
tioned the crew. In his chat with 
the Chinese he recalled that he

HE question of when and when 
not to raise partner’s no trump 
is a baffling one to all types of 
players. Admittedly, there are 
many hands that are “right on the 
line,” and where the outcome de- 
pends on a successful guess, but 
in most cases the correct decision 
can be made on a basis of pure 
logic. Consider the following deal: 
Rubber bridge.

When this hand actually oc 
curred in a prominent New York 
club, the North player was severe- 
ly criticised by both opponents and 
a gallery of kibitzers for giving 
what they termed “a highly opti- 
mistic raise.” The fact that the 
three no trump contract was 
handily fulfilled seemed to be over~ 
looked by this body of critics. 

Actually, North’s raise was 100 
per cent correct and did not entail 
any considerable amount of optim- 
ism. Indeed, failure to raise would 
have been downright cowardly. 
Let’s analyze: 

North had passed originally with 
two honor tricks. South had bid 
North’s weakest suit. Then, de- 
spite the fact that North’s spade 


response, after his original pass, - 


was in no sense forcing on South, 
the latter had elected to keep the 
bidding open with one no trump. 


Thus, it was fair to assume that . 


South did not have an absolute 
minimum. As to how far over a 
minimum his hand really was, 
there was only one way to find out 
and that was for North to keep 
the bidding open. How else keep 
it open except with the no trump 
raise? 

I have an idea that the players 
who criticised North’s action com- 
pletely overlooked the fact that, 
besides spade and diamond 
strength, North also had values in 
the club suit. It is interesting to 
note that it was this very holding 
—four clubs to the 10 spot in con- 
nection with South’s A-9-2—that 
prevented the opponents from at- 
tacking clubs and taking more 


than two tricks in that suit. Itis ; 


true that a four-card suit headed 


by a-10 is of little or no potential ~ 


value at a suit contract, but at no 
trump such subtle factors may 
have great importance. 

Finally, the group of critics over- 
looked perhaps the most important 
of all details, and that was that 
North’s raise was not in any sense 
a force to game. If South had had 
a little less, he would have passed 
to two no trump and presumably 
would have ‘been equally safe at 
that reduced contract,
